That is a statement 
made by Mayor P. H. McCarthy. 
The city's chief executive Immedi- 


ately made an order and Chief Martin, 
who coincides with his opinion, will 
have a squad of officers on hand to 
forestall any attempt to dance In the 
manner known as the Marathon.

H« said 
the men now In the position of attempt- 
In? to force an ultimatum on the opera- 
tors and If negotiations were severed and 
a strike resulted under such conditions, 
public opinion would not support the 
union cause. He asked that the miners' 
representatives on the joint conference 
of the central competitive field be al- 
lowed some altitude.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The Norris substitute in the 


form of an amendment to his original resolution was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 195 to 153. Another vote must be had on the 
original resolution as amended. 


The amended resolution asking for a new committee on 


rules was then put on its final passage. This resolution was 
then passed. 


Speaker Cannon had three minutes to make a state- 


ment, and announced he would entertain a motion for his* 
resignation. 


Burleson of Illinois, against the pleadings of his col- 


leagues, sent a resolution to the desk declaring the Speaker's 
seat vacant. 


The wildest confusion ensued upon the reading of the 


Burleson resolution. Everybody shouted at once, and the din 
drowned out the Speaker's gavel. 
Greatest Confusion Prevails 


Motions to adjourn were shouted. The Speaker did not at one* 


rule whether the motion to adjourn on the Burleson resolution to 
.depose him was in order. 


For fully five minutes the confusion continued, punctuated by 


the pounding of the Speaker's gavel. 


The Burleson resolution was read. It provides that the Speak- 


er's seat be declared vacant and that the House proceed to elect his 
successor. The House became a scene of pandemonium. 


At last a semblance of quiet prevailed. The Speaker said a mo- 


tion made by Representative Gaines to adjourn was in order, but he 
would be gratified if it would be withdrawn. 


Some yelled, "Withdraw it"; others yelled, "No; Maud pat." 


''Adjourn." "Throw him out." The Speaker pounded the Home 
into a semblance of quiet and then asked that the adjournment mo- 
tion be withdrawn. * 


The mover refused to withdraw the motion and the motion wu 


put. It was defeated with a yell. 
Champ ClarK Leads Debate 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—The House of Representatives by 


a vote of 182 to 160 today repudiated Speaker Cannon and his rule* 
committee. 
By this unexpectedly large majority it overruled his 


decision and insisted upon considering the resolution of Norris of 
Nebraska, providing for a reorganization of the committee on rules 
with the Speaker eliminated. 


Representative Norris offered a substitute for the pending reso- 


ution Axing the membership of the rules committee at ten instead 
of fifteen, as he originally proposed, and similarly providing for the 
elimination of the Speaker therefrom.

He 
explained the necessity of s commerce 
court to hebr appeals from the interstate 
commerce commission. First of all it 
would expedite matters, he asserted. He 
said: 


The one thing which disgraces our 


civilization today Is the delay of crim- 
inal nnd civil justice. These delays 
always work In favor of the man with 
the longest purse. Hence they work 
in favor of the railroads, rather than 
the shipper. 
The commerce court, 


by avoiding convenient delays of the 
past, will be a long step toward that 
regulation of railroads which we 
have been looking for. 


A second provision of the bill al- 


lows carriers to make traffic agree- 
ments among themselves, subject to 
approval of the Interstate commerce 
commission. 
My predecessor, In his 


every message to Congre*sf recom- 
trended this. The provision does not 
permit pooling. It allows that which 
the railroads have to do any way, 
whether the law forbids It or not. I 
am In favor of allowing the railroad, 
If run rightly and Justly, to run with- 
in the law. 


FAVORS THE MINORITY. 


Some gentlemen seem to thlnK that 


this Igves the railroads too much 
leeway. As a matter of fact, it was 
inserted to give the minority stock 
holders a market. 
If a railroad al- 


ready owns 51 per cent of the stock 
it is in control. The 
House Com- 


mittee has stricken out this provision, 
but my impression Is tlrlt after full 
consideration it will be found advisa- 
ble to give this opportunity to the 
minority stock holder to market his 
holdings, and that the people least 
inlfrested in the provision are tho 
railroad oomri.'inies. 


The amtl-lnjunctlon 
bill 
presents 


some aspects that would he tils-- 
couraging to a person less optimistic 
than 1. Our friend Gompers and tlie 
American Federation- of Labor 
are 
opposed to the bill because they do 
not think It goes far enough. 
Our 
friend 
Van Cleave and the Manu- 
facturers' Association are opposed lie- 
cause they say It will hamstring the 
courts and prevent them from giving 
needed relief. The truth of tlie mat- 
ter is, the bill is one of reasonable 
provisions and it carries out the plat- 
form to the letter. Some people ask 
wny we should bother to pass the 
bill If it does not satisfy the labor 
organizations. We did not agree to 
satisfy the labor organizations. 
We 
agreed t" mloi-t ihl« law because we 
believed it to be right. 
In speaking' of the conservation mea- 
sures, the President saM that he hoped 
Congress at this session would nt least 
adopt the bill that gives the President 
specific authority to withdraw lands from 
public entry until.such time as Congress 
can adopt laws for their proper disposl- i 
tlon. After this bill Is passed Ihe Presl- I 
dent said he hoped the J30.000.000 of 
bonds or certificates would be granted to 
carry forward, the reclamation projects 
In the West. .

Just why Senator Owen should make himself the medium for 


circulating those ridiculous and defamatory statement* is difficult 
to understand. It would be interesting to learn the" source of his 
information. 
Two or three newspapers in California have per- 


sistently and maliciously agitated the bubonic plague matter, striv- 
ing with perverse industry to alarm the public and create the im- 
pression abroad that the deacllv infection was spread briS^cast in 
the most populous "centers of The State. Every sporadic case of 
plague was magnified beyond recognition and the most grotesque 
and startling presumptions were indulged in. This campaign of 
falsehood and sensationalism undoubtedly deterred 
many peopk 


from coming to California and investing in this State. 


Cases of bubonic plague were detected in San Francisco more 


than twelve years ago, but at no time has the disease ever been prev- 
alent. Those attacked 'have usually been Orientals or dissolute per- 
sons living irregular lives amid squalid and unsanitary surroundings. 
Neither the general health of the community nor the death rate has 
ever been affected by plague. The cases have not been numeroTis. 
Since the appearance of plague in San Francisco the disease has ap- 
peared from time to time in all the great ports of • Europe—Liverpool, 
Glasgow, Hamburg, Marseilles, Genoa, Barcelona, Copenhagen and 
St. Petersburg even—but there has never been an approach to an epi- 
demic^and no scare has been inaugurated. The plague is endemic 
in Cairo, ^Smyrna and Constantinople, and cases of it appear 
periodically in all the Mediterranean ports from Trieste to Valencia. 
We hear of it occasionally at Sydney, Melbourne and Batavia, and 
in the ports of Northern Africa. 
But it never spreads to any ex- 


tent out of the Orient, where the standard of living is low, the water 
polluted and the laws of sanitation ignored^-Plague flourishes only 
where the people dwell in filth and squalor, eating rotten food and 
drinking impure water. 
Modern hygiene dietetics, sanitation and 


pure water have for more than a century barred its progress among 
Caucasian peoples dwe'Ung in the temperate zone. Harking back- 
to the dreadful visitations during the 
fourteenth, fifteenth, six-" 


teenth <»nu seventeenth centuries is wholly beside the point. 
The 


conditions on whicH plague thrived then have passed away, and 
the ordinary medical and hospital service now deals with it suc- 
cessfully in all the maritime cities of Europe. Even in Bombay and 
Calcutta, hotbeds of the disease, the European population is com- 
paratively immune from its ravages, although living under a tropic 
sky surrounded by teeming hordes festering in all the vices and ail- 
ments produced by poverty, degradation, superstition and filth. 


It is silly for Senator Owen to point to India as an awful warn- 


ing. He forgets the controlling difference of climate, condition and 
custom. 
He ignores the chief factors of the problem and distort? 


every-day occurrences as common in a hundred other places as in 
San Francisco into sinister and terrible portents having no parallel 
in other regions. 


Moreover, ftE appears to be wholly unaware of the vigilant 


measures taken during the last ten years to eradicate'tfie plague in 
this vicinity. Really he knows nothing of the subject. 


If you don't betieve Oakland is "growing just take a look around 


and note the btiildfflg activity in every direction. New buildings 
are going up on every side, while street improvement is keeping 
pace with construction.

.WANT TRACKS MOVED. 


The trouble between the city and the 


traction company haa arisen over the 
moving of the tracks on San Pablo ave- 
nue. 
The city has ready to put Into ef- 


fect by final passage a resolution calling 
for the street work to be done on this 
great 
boulevard 
from one end of the 


city to the other. It Is the wish of the 
city that whefl this/•work Is done the car 
company shall double track lines, and re- 
move them from the present prfsltlqn In 
what is officially tbe gutter of the avenue 
to the center. 


Officials of the company, after several 


conferences with the' trustees, with the 
city attorney and tbe city engineer, have 
finally 
promised to move 
and 
double 


track the line provided th« city will at 
its oKn expense do the street work of the 
road bod. 
This the city trustees have 


refused to agree to, as other public serv- 
ice corporations .using tbe streets have 
paid for the portion of the street work 
used by them. 


TROUBLE OF OLD STANDING. 


The trustees have now been negotiat- 


ing for the removal of the tracks to the 
center of the street for about nine months 
and have gained nothing but a series of 
delays. 
The petition for the setting of 


the grade and the performance of the 
street work has been signed by property 
owners, the assessment district flxe'I and 
all preparations made. 
Investigation has 


•been made as to the franchise rights of 
the company gained from the Bos rd of 
Supervisors of Alameda county, but so 
far the company has been unwilling to 
agree to the demands of the city to rno\ e 
its tracks. 
. 


San Uablo avenue is one of the finest 


avenues in the county. 
Extending out 


from Oakland in a straight line through 
Berkeley and Albany into Contra Costa 
county, 
it leads 
to the rich farming 


country north of this city and to Rich- 
mond, Stege, San Pablo and other cities. 
It Is over 100 feet wide and-Is macadam- 
ized to the boundary line of Berkeley. 
Albany marks the Intervening space be- 
tween Berkeley and the county line, and 
the Supervisors of Contra "Costa county, 
with their new 
road 
commission, are 


planning to do the work on the ^boulevard 
from the county line to Point Richmond 
In the near future. 


WILL FORCE ISSUE. 


Albany is now ready to do its part In 


tbe work of completing the avenut,* but 
Is balked by the traction company. 
Al- 


though no absolute refusal, to move the 
tracks and double track the line has 
been registered by the company, the trus- 
Jees have found themselves delayed and 
balked at every turn, and at the last 
meeting determined to bring the company 
to time. 
Finding' that the line is oper- 


ated under a franchise granted 
l>efore 


the city came into existence, the trustees 
have Jiit upon the plan of making life 
unpleasant for the corporation by ordi- 
nances of a difficult and restrictive kind. 
Ordinances reducing the speed of cars, 
ordinances demanding the use of certain 
specified, kinds of fenders and other re- 
strictions -nill be passed if the city's de- 
mands are refused. 


COMMAND SITUATION. 


The arrests will be made of each motor- 


man and conductor disobej ing the new 
city laws and the company emplojes wlH 
be haled before the Albanv Justice of £he 
Peace. 
The same \cp,r will be stopped 


again and again, *if necessary, and a 
string of cases made out* against 
the 


company that will keep the City Marshal 
and Justice of the Peace busy all day.

Councilman Ellsworth Declares 


Municipal Fathers Indorse 


• the Project. 


Regular business was laid aside last 


night at the meeting of the Progress and 
Prosperity Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce,' for the better discussion of 
the auditorium project, and a number 
of delegates from different fraternal and 
civic organizations of this 
city 
were 


present to assure the committee of their 
co-operation in the matter. 


It was reported by the members who 


have been circulating petitions this week 
that about 1300 names have been 
se- 


cured, 
and 
these were turned In to 


President C. C. Craig at the committee. 
About twice this number are supposed 
to have been secured, as only 
about 


one-third of the petitions out were pre- 
sented last night. Dr. G. B. N. Clough 
of the Lake Shore Improvement 
Club, 


as well as several other representatives 
from fraternal 
organizations, expressed 


the sentiment of the organizations they 
appeared for as in favor of the 
audi- 
torium proposition. 


"The Lake Shore Club is heartily In 


favor of the auditorium bonds," 
said 


Clough, "and we hope that the petitions 
can be brought in in time to have 
the 


project voted on at the time the school 
bonds are up for election. I think, and 
am supported by the organization I rep- 
resent in this matter that the two propo- 
sitions could well be brought before 
the 


voters of this city at the same time and 
my club will assist in securing signa- 
tures in order to facilitate this arrange- 
ment." 


FAVORED BY COUNCIL. 


This project was heartily seconded by 


Councilman Oliver Ellsworth, who spoke 
in favor of the project, and declared that 
the city council favored the bonds 
for 
the building. 


"We will call the election any time' 


said Ellsworth, "as we are in favor of 
tile movement, thinking It a great thing 
for this city. It is a good business pro- 
position, in the first place, and will bring 
money into the town. The school bonds 
may bo voted on in June, as we do not 
wish the school election to take place 
during a school vacation, when people 
are away from the city, and if 
your 


petitions are ready we will be elad to 
call the election at that time. 


"Other Improvements which I am ask- 


ed to tell you ibout include street work 
in this city. The council is doing a good 
deal of street work, perhaps too much 
to suit some citizens here. We have a 
good superintendent of streets here, and 
are putting in a good class of v.-ork. The 
value of land has gone down in some 
of the districts where we have planned 
street improvements, and here we have 
listened to protestants, although as 
a 


rule wi> are forced to reject protests. I 
personally favor an honest protest, 
but 


discrimination must be shown in sus- 
taining objections to improvements 
of 


this kind. 
The council would like 
the 


support of the Progress and Prosperity 
Committee in carrying 
on 
these 
Im- 


provements."

Added to this the quality 
of her tones are of a rare beauty and 
unifoi m throughout her entire register, 
there being no change between the head 
and chest tones, which la so unusual 


contralto. 
Her voice is rich, full 


and luscious, perfectly trained and nat- 
urally sympathetic, while she sings with 
intense expression. 


Full of temperament, her face often, 


anticipates her vocal expression, and like 
Wullner she Indicates her moods even 
after her last notes have died away, 
holding her audience as if in a hypnotic 
spell to the end of the accomplemcnt.

modation at the County Hospital for In- 
digent tuberculosis patients. 


'No one organization In the county has 


done as much for us as has the Ebell 
Club, and this Is a fitting opportunity for 
us to extend to the members of that 
body the society's appreciation for their 
active help and assistance in every way. 


"To Mrs. Francis Gray of the Oakland 


Club we are indebted for the furnishing 
of the society's new offices in • the First 
National Bank building. Her assistance 
In this, acting at the request of Miss Mary 
McElroy, 
chairman of the 
furnishing 


committee, has been most timely and has 
enabled us to occupy quarters that are a 
credit to the society. 


"In December. Miss Annie F. Brown, 


chairman of the Red Cross Stamp com- 
mittee, netted the society through her 
magnificent work ?2100, the first sum of 
any magnitude secured by us, and which 
is still intact in the handb of the trea- 
surer in a special fund, to be used for 
clinical and educational work. 
"In Alameda city a sub-committee of 
this society has been formed under the 
presidency of the Rev. F. S Brush. Much 
good work has been done along the lines 
of education of* the public and In the 
schools among the children. I can not
